Of  the  two  dates  following  each  other  in  the  Manual,  and 
united  by  a  hyphen,  the  first  notes  the  birth,  the  second  the  death 
of  the  individual  in  question. 

To  show  the  relation  of  parentage,  a  line  curved  or  straight, 
^commencing  below  the  name  of  the  parents,  terminates  upon  the 
name  of  the  child. 

The  large  initials  on  the  margin  of  the  Manual,  refer  to  the 
respective  generations  that  have  issued  from  Duke  Ernest  Pius  of 
Saxe-Gotha  to  the  present  date,  1890. 

Y  represents  the  descendants  of  the  Duke  in  the  Fifth  genera¬ 
tion  ;  among  those  descendants  figure  the  parents,  and  uncles  and 
-aunts  of  Queen  Victoria. 

Z  represents  the  Sixth  generation,  among  whom  are  Queen 
^Victoria  and  her  half  brother  and  sister ;  the  Prince  Consort  and 
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liis  brother ;  and  their  first  cousins — children  of  their  uncles  and 
aunts. 

A  represents  the  Seventh  generation,  among  whom  are  tin- 
Queen’s  children,  her  nephews  and  nieces,  and  her  second  cousins.1 

B  represents  the  Eighth  generation.  In  this  line  are  found  tin 
Queen’s  grandchildren,  her  great  nephews  and  nieces,  and  he 
third  cousins. 

C  represents  the  Ninth  generation.  In  this  line  are  traced  the 
Queen’s  great-grandchildren,  her  great-grand  nephews  and  nieces, 
and  her  fourth  cousins. 


INTRODUCTION. 

Queen  Victoria’s  name,  linked  with  that  of  the  Prince  Con¬ 
sort,  is  placed  a  little  below  the  center  of  the  Chart.  Her  Majesty 
and  his  Royal  Highness  Prince  Albert  are  the  descendants,  in  the 
/sixth  generation,  of  Ernest  Pius,  Duke  of  Saxe-Gotha,*  who  was 
jthe  great-grandson  of  John  Frederic,  the  sixth  and  last  Elector  of 
Saxony  of  the  Ernestine  line. 

Queen  Victoria  has  a  twofold  descent  from  her  Saxe-Gotha 
progenitor,  as  will  be  seen  by  examining  the  Chart.  Her  paternal 
grandfather,  George  III.,  was  the  son  of  Princess  Augusta  of  Saxe- 
Gotha,  the  great-granddaughter  of  Duke  Ernest  Pius,  while  her 
maternal  grandfather,  Duke  Francis  of  Saxe-Saalfeld-Coburg,  was 
the  great-great-grandson  of  that  prince.  The  names  of  the  grand¬ 
parents  of  Queen  Victoria  are  found  in  the  fourth  tier,  or  among 
the  descendants  of  the  fourth  generation  of  Ernest  Pius.  Her 
parents,  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Kent,  are  on  the  tier  below.  To 
the  left  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Kent  are  the  Queen’s  paternal 
uncles,  George  IV.  and  William  IV.,  linked  with  their  respect- 
I  ive  queens,  Caroline  of  Brunswick  and  Adelaide  of  Saxe-Meinin- 
gen.f  On  the  same  tier,  farther  to  the  left,  wre  note  her  Majesty’s 

*  Duke  Ernest  Pius,  whose  name  appears  near  the  top  of  the  Chart  in  a  line 
almost  directly  over  that  of  the  Queen,  died  in  1675.  His  great-grandfather,  John 
1  Frederic,  having  assumed,  in  1541,  the  leadership  of  the  Protestant  League  of 
Smalcalde  against  Charles  V.  of  Germany  and  the  Catholic  States,  was  deposed 
by  the  Emperor  in  1548. 

f  By  examining  the  Chart  it  will  be  seen  that  Queen  Adelaide  was  more  near¬ 
ly  related,  by  one  generation,  to  her  great  Saxon  ancestor,  Ernest  Pius  of  Saxe- 
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maternal  uncles  and  aunts.  On  the  tier  below,  to  the  left  of  the 
central  point — Victoria  of  Great  Britain — are  the  names  of  the 
first  cousins  of  the  Queen  (with  their  alliances),  from  Ferdi 
nand,  King  Kegent  of  Portugal,  to  Count  Alexander  Mensdor.fr 
the  children  of  her  Saxe-Gotlia  uncles  and  aunts.  To  the  righ  J 
on  the  same  tier,  we  note  the  half-brother  and  half-sister  of  he  ^ 
Majesty  (with  their  alliances) — the  son  and  daughter  of  the  Duchess 
of  Kent  by  her  first  husband,  the  Prince  of  Leiningen. 

Branching  out  from  under  the  names  of  the  Queen  and  her  Con-' 
sort  are  nine  lines,  terminating  on  the  names  of  their  nine  children,! 
from  the  Princess  Boyal  to  Princess  Beatrice,  each  with  his  or  herj 
matrimonial  alliance.* *  To  the  left  of  the  Princess  Boyal  are  the 
Queen’s  second  cousins,  from  Pedro  V.  King  of  Portugal  to  Prince  ( 
Albert,  youngest  son  of  the  Count  of  Flanders.  To  the  right  of 
the  Princess  Beatrice  are  the  nephews  and  nieces  of  her  Majesty, 
with  their  matrimonial  alliances. 

Her  Majesty’s  grandchildren,  thirty-three  in  number,  are  all 
found  on  the  next  lower  tier,  with  the  exception  of  Princess  Eliza¬ 
beth  of  Hesse,  who,  on  the  tier  above,  is  linked  with  her  consort, 
Sergius,  Grand-duke  of  Bussia.  To  the  left  of  the  Queen’s  eldest 
grandson,  the  present  Emperor  of  Germany,  are  her  Majesty’s 
third  cousins  ;  and  to  the  right  of  her  youngest  grandchild,  Leo¬ 
pold  Arthur,  the  infant  Prince  of  Battenburg,  are  the  Queen’s 
grand  nieces  and  nephews. 

On  the  last  tier  are  found  the  ninth  generation  of  the  descend¬ 
ants  of  Ernest  Pius,  ancestor  of  the  great  Saxe-Coburg  family. 
Among  the  names  on  this  tier  we  note  the  great-grandchildren 
(eleven  in  number)  and  great-grand-nieces  of  Queen  Victoria. 

Gotha,  than  was  her  royal  consort,  William  IV.,  she  belonging  to  the  fourth 
generation  of  the  descendants  of  that  Prince,  and  King  William  to  the  fifth  gen¬ 
eration.

QUEEN  VICTORIA,  HER  CHILDREN,  GRANDCHILDREN, 

AND  GREAT-GRANDCHILDREN. 

Victoria  Alexandrine,  tlie  reigning  sovereign  of  Great  Britain 
(born  at  Kensington  Palace,  May  24,  1819),  is  the  only  child 
of  Edward,  Duke  of  Kent  (fourth  son  of  George  III.),  and 
her  Serene  Highness  Louisa  Victoria,  youngest  daughter  of 
Francis,  Duke  of  Saxe-Coburg-Saalfeld  (1750-1806),  and  widow, 
in  1814,  of  Emicli  Charles,  Prince  of  Leiningen.  Victoria  was 
eight  months  old  at  the  death  of  her  father,  and  eighteen  years, 
when,  by  the  death  of  her  uncle  William  IV.,  June  20,  1837, 
she  succeeded  to  the  crown.  She  married  Feb.  10,  1840,  her 
first  cousin,  Prince  Albert  of  Saxe-Coburg,  born  1819,  second 
son  of  Prince  Ernest  (1784-1844),  eldest  son  and  successor  of 
Duke  Francis  of  Saxe-Coburg-Saalfeld.  In  1857  the  title  of 
“  Prince  Consort  ”  was  conferred  upon  the  Prince  by  Koyal 
Letters  Patent.  By  his  Koyal  Highness,  who  died  at  Windsor 
Castle,  Dec.  14,  1861,  her  Majesty  had  issue  nine  children,  four 
sons  and  five  daughters,  whose  names  are  given  in  the  order  of 
their  birth : 

1.  Victoria,  Princess  Koyal  of  Great  Britain  (Dowager  Empress 
Frederic  of  Germany  since  June  15,  1888),  born  Nov.  21,

The  Prince  is  related  to  the  imperial  families  of  Germany  and 
Russia,  and  through  matrimonial  alliances  he  claims  kinship  with  several  of 
Queen  Victoria’s  near  relatives. 

William  II.  of  Germany,  Alexander  III.  of  Russia,  and  Prince  Aribert  of 
Anhalt,  belonging  to  the  fourth  generation  of  the  descendants  of  King  Frederic 
William  II.  of  Prussia  (1744-1797),  are  third  cousins.  The  family  tie  is  traced 
thus :  Emperor  William  II.’s  grandfather,  William  I.  of  Germany  (1797-1888),  and 
Alexander  III.’s  paternal  grandmother,  Princess  Alexandra  of  Prussia  (1798-1860) 
— empress  in  1817  of  Nicholas  I.  of  Russia,  were  children  of  King  Frederic  William 
HI.  of  Prussia  and  grandchildren  of  King  Frederic  William  IP  Prince  Aribert’s 
paternal  grandmother,  Princess  Frederica  of  Prussia  (1796-1850),  Duchess  of  An¬ 
halt  in  1818,  was  the  daughter  of  Prince  Louis  Frederic  Charles  of  Prussia  (1773— 
1796),  and  granddaughter  of  King  Frederic  William  II. ;  therefore  the  great¬ 
grandfather  of  the  present  Emperor  of  Germany  and  of  Russia — King  Frederic 
William  III.  of  Prussia  was  the  brother  of  Prince  Louis  Frederic  Charles  of 
Prussia,  great-grandfather  of  Prince  Aribert. 

Prince  Aribert’s  relationship  to  the  royal  family  of  Great  Britain  is  through 
his  paternal  aunt,  Princess  Marie  of  Anhalt  (born  1837),  who  married  in  1854 
Prince  Frederic  Charles  of  Prussia  (1828-1885),  known  as  the  Red  Prince.

He  received  from 
the  French  the  appellation  “  Red  Prince,”  because  he  always  wore  a  scarlet  uni¬ 
form,  similar  to  that  of  the  “  Uhlans,”  who  are  a  kind  of  light  cavalry  of  Tartaric 
origin,  first  introduced  into  European  armies  in  Poland.  They  were  armed  with 
lances,  to  which  pistols  and  sabers  were  added.

SAXE-COBU RG-GOTII A  FAMILY - OTHER  DESCENDANTS. 

Having  traced  Queen  Victoria’s  descendants  and  those  of  her 
half-brother  and  half-sister  to  the  third  generation,  we  now  turn  to 
her  Majesty’s  maternal  uncles  and  aunts,  and  their  descendants. 

The  Queen’s  maternal  grandsire,  Francis  of  Saxe-Saalfeld-Co- 
burg,  born  1760,  left,  at  his  death,  in  1806,  three  sons  and  three

In  1817  he  married  Princess  Louisa  (1800-1831),  daughter 
of  Augustus,  Duke  of  Saxe-Gotha-Altenburg  (1772-1822), 
and  Princess  Louisa  (1779-1801),  daughter  of  Frederic  Fran¬ 
cis,  Grand-duke  of  Mecklenburg-Schwerin  (1756-1837).  In 
1826,  Duke  Ernest  I.  of  Saxe-Coburg  and  Gotha  divorced 
the  Princess  Louise ;  her  death  occurred  in  1831.  In  1832 
the  Duke  married  Princess  Mary  of  Wiirtemberg,  born  1799, 
who  died  without  issue  in  1860.  Ernest  I.  died  in  1844,  leav 
ing  by  his  first  wife  two  sons  :

His  Imperial  Majesty,  upon  the  death  of  his  father, 
John  VI.,  iti  1826,  inherited  the  crown  of  Portugal  as  Pe¬ 
dro  IV.,  but  immediately  abdicated  the  same  in  favor  of  his 
daughter,  Maria-da-Gloria  II.  The  Queen  died  in  1853, 
leaving  issue  by  Ferdinand,  King  Regent,  live  children, 
three  sons  and  two  daughters  : 

A  1.  Pedro  V.,  King  of  Portugal,  born  1837,  died  in  1861  with¬ 
out  issue.  Ilis  queen,  Stephanie  of  Ilohenzollern-Sigma- 
ringen  (1837-1859),;};  was  a  granddaughter  of  Stephanie, 
Viscountess  of  Beauharnais  (1789-1860),  Kapoleon’s 
adopted  daughter.

*  Stephanie  Beanliarnais  was  the  grandchild  of  an  uncle  of  Alexandre  Beau- 
harnais,  first  husband  of  the  Empress  Josephine,  consequently  she  was  a  kins¬ 
woman  of  Napoleon  III.  A  special  interest  is  attached  to  her  name,  not  only  on 
•account  of  her  being  the  adopted  daughter  of  Napoleon  I.,  and  of  her  close  con¬ 
nection,  through  her  husband,  with  the  sovereigns  of  Sweden,  Russia,  and  Bavaria, 
but  also  because  of  the  prominent  positions  which  several  of  her  grandchildren 
have  occupied  and  still  occupy  among  the  crowned  heads  of  Europe.  In  180G 
Stephanie  married  Prince  Charles,  hereditary  Grand-duke  of  Baden,  brother-in- 
law  of  Gustavus  IV.  of  Sweden,  of  Alexander  I.  of  Russia,  and  of  Maximilian  I.  of 
Bavaria.  In  1818  she  was  left  a  widow  with  three  daughters,  Louise,  Josephine, 
.and  Marie : 

I.  Louise,  the  eldest  (born  1811),  married  her  first  cousin,  Gustavus,  Prince  of 
Vasa,  whose  father,  Gustavus  IV.  of  Sweden,  was  deposed  and  exiled  in  1809. 
(See  Pardoe’s  “Episodes  of  French  History”;  “A  Scene  in  the  Life  of  Berna- 
dotte,”  page  120.)  Their  only  offspring  is  Queen  Caroline  of  Saxony,  wife  of 
Albert,  the  present  sovereign  of  that  kingdom.

3.  Prince  Charles,  a  younger  brother  of  Prince  Leopold  (born  1839),  was  pro¬ 
claimed  King  of  Roumania  in  1881.

4.  Prince  Frederic  of  Ilohenzollern  (born  1843)  married,  in  1879,  Princess 
Louise  of  Thurn-et-Taxis,  born  1859.  (See  page  26,  B  4,  and  note  ^.) 

5.  Princess  Marie,  the  youngest  child  (born  1845),  married,  in  1867,  Philippe, 
Count  of  Flanders,  brother  of  Leopold  II.,  King  of  Belgium,  and  first  cousin 
of  Queen  Victoria.

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PLAN  OF  THE  CHARTS. 


These  Charts  present  a  series  of  pictures  illustrating  the  most 
important  events  of  American  history,  side  by  side  with  contempo¬ 
raneous  European  events,  so  arranged  that,  with  the  aid  of  a  variety 
of  symbols  and  type-signs,  these  landmarks  of  history  shall  become 
indelibly  impressed  upon  the  mind  of  the  student  through  the 
medium  of  the  eye.  To  secure  this  object,  the  author  has  adopted 
an  ingenious  but  at  the  same  time  exceedingly  simple  device.  The 
period  covered  by  this  series  of  five  Charts  is  five  centuries,  from 
the  fifteenth  to  the  nineteenth,  inclusive,  one  Chart  to  a  century. 
Each  Chart  consists  of  a  large  square,  divided  into  one  hundred 
small  squares,  as  shown  in  the  diagram  representing  the  seventeenth 
century,  on  page  1. 

Each  small  square  represents  one  year  of  the  century,  and  con¬ 
tains,  in  most  cases,  cuts  illustrating  the  principal  American  his¬ 
torical  events  of  that  year,  together  with  type-signs  and  symbols 
recording  contemporary  events  of  foreign  countries.  There  are  ten 
rows  of  squares,  ten  in  each  row,  and  the  years  are  counted  from  the 
left  to  the  right,  commencing  at  the  top  left-hand  square.  Of  the 
two  heavy  central  lines,  the  one  running  horizontally  through  the 
Chart,  from  left  to  right,  divides  the  first  fifty  years  of  the  century 
from  the  last  fifty  ;  and  the  other,  running  perpendicularly  from  top 
to  bottom,  divides  the  first  five  from  the  last  five  years  of  each 
horizontal  row  or  decade  of  the  century.  Their  sole  design  is  to 
facilitate  naming  at  sic/ht  the  date  of  any  event  or  pictorial  illus- 


tration.  By  this  arrangement  the  student  is  enabled,  after  a  little 
practice,  to  locate  on  the  Chart  any  year  in  a  given  century  without 
hesitation. 

The  Historical  Chart  Manual,  which  accompanies  each  set 
of  Charts,  is  a  handsome  12mo  volume,  bound  in  cloth,  and  containing 
full  directions  for  using  the  Charts,  besides  many  valuable  hints  to 
teachers  in  conducting  classes  in  history.  We  quote  a  few  passages
